by the Putted States Bureau o f Edu­ 
cation. 
The authors of the bulletin 
have made a careful study of trade 
and la bor: Conditions among girls in 
Worcester, Mass., preliminary to the 
establishment of a trade sc hool for 
girls. 
They find that from one-half 
to three fourths of Hie girls at work 
in the factories could have* had fur­ 
ther schooling if they 
had 
wanted 
to or lf their parents had cared to 
insist ui>on it. 
The survey showed that the num ­ 
ber of girls between I I and IU years 
Of age who leave school is constant­ 
ly increasing. 
During the past five 
years many more girls iud ween those 
ages left the Worcester schools than 
can lie accounted tor by increase in 
population.
